that more accurately mirrors their 
ideas, or to subordinate their prej- 
udices and remain loyal.” 

Issues Warning. 

Looking ahead to 1940, and call- 
ing on the party to cleave to the 
principles that “brought it to pow- 
er,” he said: 

“There is no use fooling our- 
selves. If we are to have a re- 
actionary regime—or if that term 
is too horrific—call it a conserva- 
tive regime, you may depend on it 
that it will be the other fellow’s 
regime.” 


In inviting Democrats to leave. 


the party if they cannot remain 
“Joyal,” he said he was not seek- 
ing to prevent them from trying to 
change the party’s program.

COTTON BODY AIMS 
TO REPLACE JUTE 


Council Assails Heavy, 
Cheap Bale Wrapping. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 19.— 
(?)—The National Cotton Council 
set out today to do something 
about the use of jute instead of 
cotton as. a wrapping for cotton 
bales. 

A five-man committée was set 
up to study marketing cotton on a 
net-weight basis. The theory back 
of this is that the present practice 
of paying for gross weight encour- 
ages use of the cheaper but heav- 
ier jute, adding about 24 pounds 
in wrapping and ties.

The facts and figures he has 
brought with him show that the 
climate, not only in the United 
States, but in all parts ‘of the 
world is gradually getting warmer 
and ‘dryer. 

Kincer will discuss “Our Chang- 
ing Climate’ tomorrow morning 
with more than 100 other weather- 
men gathered here today, tomor- 
row and Saturday for a meeting 
of the American Meteorological 
Society. At these meetings, weath- 
ermen from this section of the 
country will discuss the weather 
morning, noon and night for three 


days, 
Only the Climate. 

Kincer’s job is to concern him- 
self only with the climate, which 
a weatherman will tell you, is the 
normal run of weather for a long 
period of time. Short period 
changes from warm to cool or vice 
versa, play but minor parts in this 
drama.of the centuries. 

Said Mr. Kincer last night: 

“It has been thought that these 
sudden fluctuations in tempera- 
ture eventually neutralize one an- 
other, or smooth themselves out, 
when the long-time record is 
taken into account. It appears, 
however, that this idea needs re- 
vision and that our granddad was 
not so far wrong as we have been 
wont to believe, in his comment 
about the passing of the old-fash- 
ioned winter of his boylood days.” 

Hundred-Year Picture. 

Studying records for a hundred 
years or more, according to Kin- 
cer, reveals’ a definite swing up- 
ward in temperatures, since the 19 
winters between 1854 and 1873, 


with 1855-56 the coldest winter in 
more than a hundred years. 

Kincer’s records show a gradual 
‘warming up of the winters since 
the 70’s, and those records cover 
all sections of North and South 
America and, in fact, every spot 
of the globe. 

“What is causing it, no one 
knows,” he said last night. “We 
are trying to work out a solution. 
An English meteorologist has sug- 
gested that it is probably due to 
the carbon dioxide civilization is

REICH CELEBRATES 
HITLER'S BIRTHDAY 


His Name Is Called ‘Polliti- 
cal Program for the En- 
tire World.’ 


BERLIN, April 19.—(/)—Two 
days of oratory, military display 
and fanfare with which Germany 
is celebrating Chancellor Hitler’s 
50th birthday began tonight with 
a national broadcast in which the 
Fuehrer’s name was called “a po- 
litical program for the entire 
world.” 

Propaganda Minister Paul Jo- 
seph Goebbels, the speaker, de- 
clared: 

“The Reich stands under the 
protection of the German sword. 
In the national security, which is 
guaranteed by the German armed 
forces, economy, culture and so- 
cial life flourish. Adolf Hitler has 
pointed out a new way for the 
historical development not only 
of his country but for that of Eu- 
rope.” 

Nazi flags waved from almost 


were packed with citizens long 
before the official festivities start- 
ed. Traffic was almost at a stand- 
still as neighborhood groups of 
Nazi workers streamed toward 
Wilhelmstrasse, Unter den Linden 
and the new, broad, east-west ar- 
terial boulevard. Formal opening 
of this boulevard by Hitler tonight 
was one of the main events of the 
celebration. 

Hitler’s ride along the broad, 
new avenue tonight was a triumph 
of Nazi showmanship. Headed by 
the Fuehrer’s open car, 48 auto- 
mobiles drove three abreast down 
the brightly lighted, flag-decked 
thoroughfare between dense lines 
of spectators setting up a din of 
“heils.” 

To mark the birthday all per- 
sons receiving small pensions will 
be given 15 marks (6) plus five 
marks ($2) for every dependent.

Meat, bacon, 
ham, butter, cooking fats and 
sugar will be” rationed immediate-~ 
ly on war breaking out. Most of 
the rationed food will be issued 
by weight, but meat rations will 
be governed . by the value of the 
meat, that is, people will. be. able 
to buy so many shillings’ worth 
of meat, and, of course, the more 
expensive cuts will be more lim-

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THAT EIGHTY BILLION INCOME 

A national income of $80,000,000,000, or more, 
in a nation as wealthy in resources as the Unit- 
ed States, should be attainable regularly. It 
should not be necessary to set it up as a target 
to be shot at, as something to be achieved only 
after some collective, super-human effort. The 
greatly desired figure, already having been at- 
tained or approximated a number of times, 
reasonably may be assumed as possible of at- 
tainment year after year, or even surpassed, 
under certain circumstances, 

During the six years from 1925 to 1929 such 
an income was looked upon as more or less as 
commonplace. The circumstances, the condi- 
tion of the nation’s affairs under which this 
figure was attained were, of course, entirely at 
variance with those of the present day. 

Within that period, federal rates of taxa- 
tion were reduced from ygar to year. The fed- 
eral budget was in balance. Not only in bal- 
ance, but called for a substantial surplus each 
year to be applied to the reduction of the public 
debt. Under this governmental financial policy 
the debt was gradually diminishing. 

Federal government expenditures were -less 
than 5 per cent of the national income. The 
figure is now more than 15 per ceht and has 
been for several years. Expenditures before 
1929, including the sinking fund for reducing 
the public debt, averaged only $3,200,000,000 per 
year. It is estimated that $9,492,000,000 will be 
disbursed in 1939 alone. Nothing, of course, 
will be paid on the public debt. It will continue 
to increase, not decrease. 

The point, however, is not to make a com- 
parison between two periods in the nation’s life 
which, according to opposite political thought, 
are just about the acme of achievement. 

It is rather to point out that the very income 
so much desired by the administration, viz., 
$80,000,000,000, was in fact attained at a time 
when the budget was balanced, when the public 
debt was going down instead of up, when in- 
dustrial production was on a more stable basis, 
when agriculture was free from price-fixing and 
acreage allotments, when there was compara- 
tively no unemployment, when labor disputes 
were few and far between, when business was 
free from excessive political regulation and last, 
but by no means least, when businessmen were 
not called upon to compete, or operate when the 
fear of having to compete in the open market 
with the United States government. 

Perhaps the economists in the service of the 
administration practically could give thought to 
these circumstances. 


THEY CALL IT SPORT! 


With apologies to the sports writers, it would 
appear only proper that there be some com- 
ment here anent the so-called heavyweight 
fight on the west coast Monday night, in which 
the champion, Joe Louis, was pitted against a 
36-year-old nonentity. The promoters called it 
a defense of the heavyweight crown, an ab- 
surdity that reaches a new high even for the 
Hollywood atmosphere in which it was staged. 

Boxing at one time was known as a sport— 
and manly art of self-defense—but if there is 
anything sporting, or manly, about the dis- 
graceful exhibition on the coast Monday, then 
highway robbery should take its place along 
with baseball. Joe Louis is a great fighter, a 
puncher probably the equal of any in history, 
and too splendid a fighting machine to be 
tarnishing his reputation by drifting around the 
country, sparring with preliminary boys long 
enough for the spectators to feel they’ve seen 
him in action, and then slapping these op- 
ponents into insensibility. The Monday fight 
was not the first, but a kind of climax to a 
series of three or four. 

If the professional boxing game has de- 
scended to this practice then it is indeed in 
parlous shape. The Louis-Galento set-to is 
much of the same class and one is constrained 
to wonder how long a gullible public will con- 
tinue to flock to the support of such tactics, 
and how long the newspapers will dignify the 
bouts by even a modicum of publicity.

THE STRENGTH OF GIBRALTAR — 

With the German fleet maneuvering off the 
coast of Spain, in the vicinity of Gibraltar, dis- 
tant observers seem more concerned as to the 
safety of the famous fortress than its defenders. 

Merely as an initial handicap to be overcome 
in ahy attempted capture, the defending fleet 
outnumbers the probable enemy some three 
ships to one. Therefore a highly improbable 
naval victory first would have to be achieved 
before an attack could be even launched di- 
rectly against the rock. «tel 

This strategic spot, some three miles long 
and one-half mile wide, dominates the nine to 
fifteen-mile passage between the Atlantic 
Ocean and the Mediterranean Sea. It was 
taken from the Spaniards by Great Britain in 
1704. It has remained continuously in their 
possession, as a crown colony, for 235 years. 
It was acquired during the great life-and-death 
struggle for maritime supremacy between the 
two powers. It is probably the most important 
fortress in the British Empire. , 

In the possession of an enemy, Gibraltar 
could spell destruction to British power. It 
would separate the east from the west, It 
would add thousands of miles in time of war to 
the journey between England and India and 
Australia. For this reason its capture would 
bring excessive joy to the masters of Germany 
and Italy. For the same reason, however, it 
has been made impregnable against the com- 
bined forces of any probable enemies. 

_ A number of attempts, however, have been 
made to take it. All have failed. For four years, 
1779 t0«1783, during the American Revolutionary 
War, the forces of France and Spain united to 
capture it. This was one of the most memora- 


_ ble sieges in history. In September, 1792, the 


combined fleets of the two powers undertook a 
grand, culminating assault. But every attack- 
ing vessel was either blown up or burned to the 
water’s edge as a result of the enormous con- 
centration of fire from Gibraltar’s batteries. 

Modern Gibraltar is a mass of concealed 
guns. It is said that at no fortress on earth 
can more shells be fired per minute with the 
same destructive results as from this famous 
base. Shells from Gibraltar will hit ships. 
Ships sink. Shells which hit Gibraltar will do 
little or no damage. 


VACATION TIME COMING 

With the weather getting warmer and the 
days longer thoughts naturally turn to vaca- 
tions. It should be a great holiday year. No 
place is too remote not to be easily accessible 
by train, automobile, bus, plane and boat. Im- 
proved relations between employer and employe 
have generated a new spirit of good feeling.

WORLD PUBLIC OPINION 
(From the Detroit News) 


_’ The yrinciples of international law and moral- 
ity were believed as recently as 1914, at any rate, 


‘to be a growing factor governing the conduct of 


nations. There was at that time such a thing as 
an international public opinion and in controversy 
nations frequently appealed. to it. This was a 
practical procedure because trade was free and 
cumpetition keen and nations accordingly had 
practical reasons for courting the good opinion of 
people everywhere. It was practical also because 
the comparative absence of news-censorship en- 
abled any nation in controversy to get its case 
before the world. 

None of this is true today. 

The prevalence of censorship and nationalist 
propaganda prevents formulation of any world- 
wide public opinion. 

Largely because of that, international law and 
morality, which at one time héld such promise 
of peace on earth, are no longer operative to any 


. extent. The good will that exists in the people of 


all nations is poisoned by their inability to know 
what actually is going on. 

Yet some shreds of the former state of affairs 
remain with us. We in this country at least are not 
yet so calloused that we fail to*‘experience sensa- 
tions of horror and revulsion over an event like 
the seizure of Albania. Nor is even Italy’s ruler, 
terrible and atavistic as he likes to picture him- 
self, wholly unconscious of a need for placating 
civilized opinion. 

The “only relieving aspect of this heartless 
example of aggression was the fact that Mussolini

The truth is that, if the United.States government knows any- 
thing of the problem, most of the 
cussions is pure imagination. Of course, in the long run, a great 
war will deeply dislocate and perhaps finally disrupt the world 
economy. There is no use :blinking that fact, any more than the 
other horrors of war. But the present talk concerns war’s immedi- 
ate effects on the money and securities markets. 


THE REAL FIGURES Fear of war’s immediafe financial ef- 

fects flows, of course, from fear that 
belligerent nations will hastily liquidate their American assets, in 
order to get cash to buy war supplies. Extraordinary figures on the 
extent of these assets have been circulated in the last few days. The 
men of the market places have been pale with strange terrors. Yet, 
if one is to ‘trust the highest and most completely reliable govern- 
ment sources, the men of the market places have been seeing bogey | 
men. . 

These sources estimate the total combined assets of all poten- 
tially belligerent nations at a mere. $5,000,000,000. Of this, just 
under $3,000,000,000 is assigned to the English and French. English 
and French earmarked gold and dollar balances are understood to 
be in the neighborhood of $1,000,000,000. English and French direct 
investments in real estate and the like are around $700,000,000. 
And, in spite of fantastic talk of holdings of $3,500,000,000 and more, 
English and French-owned common and preferred stock and bonds 
are only a little more than $1,000,000,000.. An equivalent ‘holding 
of securities is assigned to other potential belligerents, whose direct 
investments and gold and dollar balances make up the rest of the 
$5,000,000,000 total. 

It should be remembered that the foregoing figures do not in- 
clude such non-American assets as the $2,000,000,000 English in- 
vestment in Canada, the French empire securities, or the gold which 
the Swiss and Dutch may have deposited in other nations. With 
this proviso, the figures may be accepted as the best available. Two 
or three of them were printed in this space some time ago. In spite 
of the commotion in the interval, the sources have stood hy them to 
the last digit. 


IN THE MARKETS So much for figures. It can already be seen 
why the menace of liquidation to the mar- 
kets has been much exaggerated. The question remains, how will 
the liquidation come? Again, if the highest sources are to bé trusted, 
it should come gently. As previously reported here, the British, 
French and other belligerent nations are all but certain to take over 
their citizens’ foreign holdings the instant war breaks out. Orderly, 
co-operative selling, either by government corporations or by some 
such agent as J. P. Morgan & Co., will then be possible. 
Thus, only one real problem remains for the securities markets— 
the possibility that foreign holders will dump their stocks and bonds 


‘before their governments can get them, in the few days just be- 


fore war. In 1914, selling before the war, not after, forced the 
closing of the New. York exchange, But, this time, foreign holders 
know that their gold and dollar balances will be-used by their gov- 
ernments at once. Securities are a better bet, and, in a world plung- 
ing toward disaster, American securities seem to be the.safest. Thus 
far, in spite of all the talk of foreign dumping, the most -careful 
studies by the Securities and Exchange Commission have failed to 
reveal such dumping. There is no reason to suppose there will be 
any in the future. In fact, the panic fears of American, not for- 
eign, investors are the chief danger to the securities markets. 
Confidential official studies show that panic fears were respon- 
sible for the very serious recent breaks in the market. Small trad- 
ers and investors, most of them owning their securities and in no 
danger of margin calls, have rushed to sell. Some have wanted 
cash in hand with which to speculate in war commodities. But the 
majority have sold, it is thought, as a 8imple automatic reflex to 
the terror of war. No doubt, if the terror mounts, there may ‘be 
trouble again. But with no foreign selling anticipated, and no very

Fewer men do 
the work of many and do it better. 
More men are behind steel shields. 
Speed and mobility are being al- 
most unbelievably increased. 

Reports on developments in 
foreign armies show similar 
trends. It is bewildering and to 
an extent proved. But it certain- 
ly makes one conclusion stand. out 
like a sore thumb. In the face of 
rapidly growing and terrible tech- 
nical improvements in the arma- 
ment of every principal nation, we 
can’t afford to let our boys take 
the field with less than the very 
best equipment in the world in 
whatever quantity they need. Any- 
thing less would be like sending 
them out with bows and arrows 
against machine-guns.

HAPPY BIRTHDAY! 

Atop Obersalzberg’s peak in the 
Bavarian’ mountains, Adolf Hit- 
ler rested for the celebration of 
his 50th birthday. Will it be a 
happy birthday for hiri? -For the 
world? It is in this lonely moun- 
tain resort, apart from, the lux- 
urious villa at Berchtesgaden, that 
he is said to reach his decisions. 

“If, by the grace of God,” writes 
Rene Kraus, “a reflection of the 
great peace round about. that 
mountain peak falls on the aging 
man, it will be the happiest day of 
his life, and:a happy birthday for 
the world.” : 

I don’t know. Truth of the busi- 
ness is, this man Hitler puzzies me 
the more I try to figure him out. 
I was in Germany in 1923, spent a 
fortnight in Berlin following the 
Baptist World Alliance meeting in 
Stockholm that summer. I went 
on to Germany because of what 
was taking place there, I saw 
something of the overthrow of the 


;|Stressemann regime and the con- 


sequent revolution. I stood on 
Unter den Linden and saw mob 
after mob dispersed by mounted. 
police. I came away with my 
pockets bulging with. 50,000 bills 
of marks, worth absolutely noth- 


ing.. 

And they told me about a ser- 
geant named Hitler, whose book, 
Mein Kampf,. was just fram the 
press, and of this prisoner's 
preachments concerning a new 
party to be known as the National 
Socialists. I bought a copy of the 
book in German, tried to read it 
on the ship on my way home, but 
gave it up in disgust. 

Back in Germany in 1934, I at- 
tended Hindenburg’s funeral, saw 
and heard Hitler there for the first 
time, and on the Monday follow- 
ing I went with a newspaper man 
from London and saw and heard 
Hitler when he installed himself 
as head of the’ government in the 
Reichstag. That very evening in 
my hotel room in Berlin, I read 
Mein Kampf, every word of it. It 
had meaning then which I could 
never have attached to it in 1923 
when I had not seen and heard the 


‘author. I repeat, the more I try to 


understand the man, the more puz- 
zled I am. 

What will he do today? What 
will he say today? The world won- 
ders, and anxiously awaits. Well 
may we pray. Well may we pray 
for Hitler and for Mussolini and 
Franco and Stalin and all other 
dictators—pray that they may. seek 
first the Kingdom of God and His 
righteousness. And let us not for- 
get to pray for others in authority.

TBELGIAN PLANES. 


Force Pilot To end After 
Chase Over Prohibited 
Flying Zone. 


BRUSSELS, April 19.—(UP)— 
Two Belgian fighting planes chas- 
ed a German airliner today and 
forced the pilot to land at Evere 
aviation center near here- after 
the German flew over a prohibited 
flying zone in the Liege fortress 
area. 

The German: plane, with 11 
Germans and a French journal- 
ist as passengers, was en route 
from Paris to Cologne. It bore the 
registration mark D-ANAL, which 
previously had been reported by 
Belgian lookouts as the identifi- 
cation of a plane whieh repeatedly 
had left normal commercial fly- 
ing routes and flown over prohib- 
ited areas. 

The two Belgiah ‘fighters ap- 
proached the airliner and. signal- 
ed with green smoke from their 
exhausts, which means: “Land at 
the nearest airdrome outside the 
prohibited area.” The German did 
not obey immediately but radioed 
Cologne for instructions. This mes- 
sage was intercepted by the Bel- 
gian military airdrome at Evere 
which ordered the airliner to land 
at Brussels. 

The fighters maneuvered “into 
positions making it impossible for 
the airliner to escape across the 
German frontier. Still the Ger- 
man pilot hesitated until the 
fighters closed in on either side, 
then he landed at Evere escorted 
by the two fighters. 

Closely questioned by the Bel- 
gian air force officers, the German 
pilot said he took .the_ shortest 
route toward Cologne as his ship 
did not indicate the prohibited 
areas, of which he was ignorant.

Passage of Bill To Prevent 
Re-entry Into U. S. of De- 
serter Is Predicted. - 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—(?) 
A congressional committee acted 
swiftly today to prevent Grover 
Cleveland Bergdoll from return- 
ing to the United States from his 
self-imposed exile in Germany, 
but encountered immediate oppo- 


sition from the War Department. 

The house military ~ committee 
tentatively approved legislation to 
bar the projected homecoming of 
the World War draft dodger, but 
later received an unfavorable re- 
port on the .neasure from Secre- 
tary Woodring. - 

To Defer Action. 

Chairman May, Democrat, Ken- 
tucky, said that in view of’ the 
opposition, he would defer final 
action on the bill until Tuesday 
when brief public hearings would 
be held. May predicted both his 
committee and the ho would 
give prompt approval to the meas- 
ure, which would prevent re-en- 
try into the United States of any 
person who deserts from the na- 
tion’s armed forces in time of war 
and then flees the country to evade 
punishment. 

The State Department: in a brief 
letter to the committee, said it had 
no objection to the legislation. 

Defeat of Justice. 

Without mentioning Bergdoll’s 
name, Secretary Woodring wrote 
that the legislation “would tend 
to defeat the accomplishment of 
military justice by erecting an ef- 
fective bar against the fulfillment 
in such cases of the punishment 
of persons who have deserted 
from the military forces.” 

May said that if the department 
indorsed the legislation it would 
be in the “embarrassing” position 
of being unwilling to carry out 
its own court-martial sentences 
for, he said, it convicted Bergdoll 
of desertion and sentenced him to 
imprisonment for five years. 

Representative Harness, Repub- 
lican, Indiana, author of the bill, 
said he understood Bergdoll was 
planning to leave Germany for the 
United States in a week or 10 
days.

ple of this state when they amend- 
ed the state constitution putting

SENATE APPROVES

WASHINGTON, April 19.—() 
T>? senate approved a national 
defense bill today authorizing ex- 
penditure of $66,800,000 on naval 


aur bases. The measure now goes 
back to the house for action on 
amendments. 

The senate placed in the bill a 
$17,000,000 item for establishment 
of an air base at Jacksonville, 
Fla., and an operating seaplane 
base at Banana river, Florida. The 
house had eliminated this authori- 
zation when:a controversy arose 
between Jacksonville and Miami 
over location of the base. 

At authorization of $1,000,000 
for the purchase of land for a base 
at Quonset Point, R. 1, also was 
added by the senate. 

An incipient battle over foreign 
policy was avoided when the sen- 
ats naval committee followed the 
lead of the house and eliminated 
a $5,000,000 item for harbor im- 


provements at the Pacific island 


of Guam, less than 1,500 miles

The bill carries a $1,800,000 au- 
thorization for an aeronautical en- 
gine and materials building at the 
Philadelphia naval aircraft plant.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 
19.—(#)—The life of 24-year-old 
Louise Rich hung by a slender 
thread tonight as physicians pre- 
pared to pump sulfanilamide- 
charged blood from a healthy rela- 
tive into her streptococcus infect- 
ed arteries. 

The deadly germs entered Miss 
Rich’s blood stream during a re- 
cent attack of influenza, physicians 


“Sulfanilamide is the only 
known cure for her,” said a doc- 
tor, “but it was found she could 
not retain the tablets. She has been 
given prontosil intravenously for 
several days and also has received 
many blood transfusions. We be- 
lieve the present transfusions with 
‘unfortified’ blood are counter- 
acting possible benefits from the 
injections, so we decided on a 
transfusion using sulfanilamide- 
charged blood.” 

Wilma Rich, a niece of the ailing 
woman, was dosed with the drug 
and the first transfusion will be 
made tomorrow.

Leading Trumps 
Will Prevent 
Cross-Ruffs 


By Harold Sharpsteen. 


In the slight majority of trump 
suit contracts, declarer’s side holds 
sufficient combined trump strength 
to exhaust opponents’ trumps at 
once. On certain other type hands, 
however, dcclarer finds he must 
employ tru.rps in octh hands sep- 
arately as ruffers. 

This is usually true when de- 
clarer and dummy honéd each helds 
a iong side suit in which the other 
is short, preventing establishment 
of long-suit tricks by ordinary 
methods. 

MUST LEAD TRUMPS. 

In defending against such hands, 
usually indicated by the bidding, 
opponents should make the best of 
every opportunity at its disposal 
to lead trumps to prevent these 
cross-ruffing tactics by declarer.

The feet and legs of furniture 
are just as characteristic as the 
feet and legs of different types of 
animals. . You would no more see 
a Jacobean foot on a Sheraton 
sideboard than you would see a 
dog’s foot on a cow. (And when 
furniture feet are scrambled, they 
too look like monstrosities to the 
discerning eye) Here are four 
important and familiar types of 
furniture feet and legs that all of 
us should recognize. 

The spade foot, 


as its name 


| implies, has a rectangular tapered 


shape, usually about one or two 
‘inches above the floor. Above this 
| there is a collar, which is actual- 
| ly only a slight widening out, then 
'the leg tapers upward in straight 
unbroken lines. This was Hepple-

The round, straight leg with 
vertical reeded groovés, suggesting 
a column, except that it tapers 
delicately.

minerals, fails to maintain optimal 
nutritional condition, vite. If that 
is true of people in general, or at 
least people who pay no particular 
attention to their daily vitamin 
and mineral intake, how much 
more important it becomes in the 
case of the individual who has 
been following a restricted diet 
for months or years. 

Today no physician who is at all 

competent neglects to practice 
special supplements to insure the 
patient whose diet is necessarily 
restricted in one way or another 
an adequate daily intake of vita- 
mins and minerals.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—(?) 


The Works Progress Administra- 
tion announced today it had set up 
13,000 location markers along 
Georgia highways and railroads, 
completing the first of the WPA’s 
state geodetic control surveys. 

The Georgia project and 13 
others were started in 1933 by the 
Civil Works Administration, fore- 
runner of the WPA. 

Colonel F. C. Harrington, Works 


Georgia markers provided an ac- 
curate reference point every mile 
or so on most of the state’s im- 
portant highways and railroads. 

Explaining the value of it, he 
said these reference points would 
enable an engineer or surveyor to 
give a farm or other property a 
precise location. 

He said the coast and geodetic 
survey had been working for 60 
years or more to establish a grid 
or network of station markers 
across the country at intervals of 
25 miles. In 1933, the CWA start- 
ed hiring unemployed engineers 
and surveyors to break down the 
spacings. All the projects were 
supervised by the coast and 
geodetic survey.

Atlantic’s Deepest 
Hole Found by Navy | 


WASHINGTON, April 19.— 
(P)—Discovery of the deepest 
hole yet found in the Atlantic 
was reported today by the 
navy’s hydrographic office.
